1.  Enclosure  (l)  >pextains  to  reported  sightings  of  Uaidentlfled  Plying 
Objects’  (UFO* 8 ) 'aade  on  16  December  1966  by  Ensign  John  H«  SCHMITT, 
fleet  replacement  pilot.  Helicopter  Anti* Submarine  Squadron  TEN.  The 
sightings  vere  mads  from  USHAAS  Ream  Field,  Imperial  Beach,  California. 
In  aubatance,  eneXoaure  (1)  reflects- four  UFO*s  were  sighted  60  degrees 
above  the  horizon,:  travelling  generally  from  an  East  to  West  direction. 
The  UFO's  sere  bright  in  color;  were  observed  for  approximately  nine 
minutes*  flickered  and  disappeared.

3.  On  21  Decesiber  .1966,  > Lemon  Gro^ 

California,  phonaadflHPHP,  voluntarily  apjN^^ST  at  HISO-SD.  CARR 
furniahed  a self-authored  report  of  UFO  sightings  vhlch  he  allegedly 
made  on '19  and  20  December  1966 . . (Attached  as  enclosure  (2)).  CARR  . 
reportedly  .made  his -observation  of  .19  and  20  Dec  1966  from  his  residence 
which. he  asserted  is  at  an  alevation  of  230  feet  above  sea  level,  in 
an  unobseured  area*H  :^^|PP%saerted  he  .bad  read  a San  Diego  newspaper 
article"-^  21  Decem^r-1966  which  Indicated  the  UFO's  which  were  being  - 
reported  in  the -San  Diego  area,  night  be  translucent  bags  of  plastic 
with  a heat  source  slung  be  lew  to  provide  lift.  stated  he  disagreed 

with  this  theory,  which  prompted  his  reporting  of  the  UFO's  to  NISC-SD. 

In  substance,  report  concerning  bis  UFO  sightings  of  19  and  20 

December  1966,  describe  the  UFO's  as  brilliant  orange  in  color  vhlch 
were  visible  for  several  mlnotes  and  then  flickered,  dropping  a quantity 
of  glowing  material  from  its  periphery,  then  disappearing. 


4.  vHPadvisfsd  that  he  Is  a senior  mechanical  engineer  and  a graduate 
of  the  University  of  Chicago.  He  admitted  being  an  avid  satellite 
^;atche1^  and,  an  eight  year  affiliation  with  the  National  Investigation 
Ccranittee  on  Aerial  Fhenomena  (NICAP),  1536  Connecticut  Ave.,  N.W.  , 
'(Washington,  D.C.  related  he  sent  hia  UFO  sighting  report  ox  19  and 

20  December  1966  to  KICAP.  Additionally,  he  furnished  NIS0-5D  with 
:-opies  of  reports  of  previous  UFO  sightings,  viz;  23  March  and  30  March 
].  ^j6,  wHch  are  attached  as  enclosures  (3)  and  (4).  SflHh  advised  he  had 
prsviously  furnished  these  reports  to  NICAP, 
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5.  DurlxKg  ths  «vsnlBg  of  21  Dec«fii)«r  1966,  m nswscastar  from  radio 
station  XOGO,  San  Diago»  reportad  ho  realdas  In  Lemon  Grove,  California, 
and  shortly  before  going  on  the  air  to  give  hia  news  broadcast,  had 
observed  1770* a in  the  vicinity  of  his  residence.  He  described  them 
as  brilliant  orange  in  color » flickering  and  dropping  flaming  material 
The  nawecaatar  reported  he  managed  to  follom  one  of  these  objects  on 
foot  and  mhen  it  came  to  earth,  be  discovered  it  to  be  a plastic  bag, 
of  the  type  otillzed  by  dry  cleaning  establishment  a to  cover  clothing. 

He  found  it  partially  burned  and  a candle  device  slung  beneath  the  plastic 
bag,  nhich  when  llt»  gave  the  plastic  bag  buoyancy  into  the  air.

!■  Reference  (n),  this  letter  is  being  sent  containing  all  pertinent 
information  concerning  the  sighting  of  imidentified  flying  objects'  on 
the  night  of  16  Dec  1966©  The  basic  format  for  the  follcviing  information 
was  taken  from  CCCEIEVKNIKST  3820. lA  of  1 Apr  1958. 


R.  The  objects  sighted  were  basically  round  in  shape  dD  out  the  size  of 
a pea  held  at  arms  length.  They  appeared  bright  orange  in  color.  The 
four  objects  sighted  were  at  too  great  a distance  to  distinguish  any 
details;  they  all  appeared  as  bright  orange  balls  of  light.  No  sound 
was  heard  and  there  were  no  unusual  physical  features  visible  during 
the  entire  oeried.  of  observation. 


3*  The  objects  were,  firs  t noticed  becaus  e of  their  brightness  and 
unusual  flight  path  across  the  sky.  Three  of  the  four  objects  were  first 
sighted  at  approximately  60  degrees  above  the  horizon,  using  our  position, 
200  yards  north  of.  the  main  gate  to  USNMS  Ream.  Field,  as  the  reference 
point.  The  fourth  object  vras  first  sighted  on  the  horizon.  The  first  three 
objects  m.aintained.  a-  formation,  changing  their  relative  positions  to 
each  other  as  they  moved  from  the  East  in  a westerly  direction.  The  fourth 
object  rem.ained  apart  from  the  other  three,  travelling  initially  in 
a northwesterly  direction  finally  turning  due  v/est.  All  of  the  objects 
periodically  stopped  and  held  their  positions  for  a maximum  time  of  thirty 
seconds  each  stop.  After  approximately  nine  minutes  the  objects  started, 
to  disappear.  First, two  objects  out  of  the  flight  of  three  flickered 
and  disappeared,  second,  the  lone  object  flickered  and  disappeared,  and 
finally  the  third  of  the  flight  disappeared  in  the  same  manner  as  ’the 
othEr  three. 


U*  These  observations  were  made  at  0530  Zulu  visually  from  the  gro’und© 
The  actual  v;eather-  at  that  time  vjas  clear,  eight  miles  vis  ibiUty,  no 
cloud  cover,  viith  the  v;inds  at  2li0  degrees  and  twenty-five  knots  at 
fifty  thousand  feet.  There  was  no  reported  thunderstorm  activity  in  the 
area,  v;ith  no  unusual  meteorological  conditions  seen  or  reported*
